sent out tonight had not reported at 
Philadelphia. 

Vice-President Marshall was snow

A serious condition 
confronted the city, particularly as 
the last snow fall turned to ice.

Twelve and three-tenths inches of 
snow fell since Sunday morning. Po- 
lice Commissioner McKay has asked 
policemen to volunteer to act as fore- 
men of street-cleaning crews. 


STREET CLEANING. 


The Postoffice Department will aid 
in the cleaning by removing snow in 
the streets leading to the railroad mail 
terminals and the principal postoffice 
stations, 

Eighty per cent. of the fire alarm 
boxes in Brooklyn and Queens, 20 per. 
cent. of them in the Bronx, and all 
in Staten Island, are put out of com- 
mission, and firemen are patrolling the 
streets watching for incipient biazes. 
Surface car conditions are better than 
after the storm ot two weeks ago, the 
company having képt open the princi- 
pal arteries of municipal travel, but 
now snow is«piled from two to five 
feet high on both. sides of the ralls in 
all streets, thus forcing all traffic to 
the car lines and thus greatly delay- 
ing transportation.

ALSO HARD HIT. 


(SY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, March 2.—With tem- 
peratures rising and fair weather 
promised New York and vicinity to- 
night began to emerge from the storm 
which railroad and telegraph com- 

ny officials assert has been the most 
di@structive in this section of the coun- 
t since memorable blizzard of 
‘Reports from other cities showed 
the damage caused by wind, ~ snow, 
rain and sleet to be widespread. From 
Cleveland on the west and Baltimore 
on the south, to the Canadian and 
Nova Scotian borders, the storm has 
been general. In New England fur- 
ther damage is expected from rivers 


and streams swollen by melting ice 


and snow. In and near New York, ten 
persons perished yesterday and to- 
day, and several fatalities were report- 
ed elsewhere. 

Except by roundabeut routes and 
with the aid of a few wires running 
under ground, commercial New York 
tonight still remained cut off from 
telegraphic communication with the 
West and South. 

The public service corporations 
reached Philadelphia by way of 
Montreal, and had a few wires to 
Washington, Baltimore, Pittsburgh 
and Scranton, Wilmington and Rich- 
mond and Reading. For the most 
part these were telephone circuita 
It will be at least a week, it was said, 
before service can be restored to nor- 
mal conditions. 

Telegraph company officials said 
they could not estimate the cost of 
making repairs. The loss to one 
company alone was placed at $200,- 
600 for New York and vicinity. 

Citing the lesson taught at the 
time Washington was cut off from 
communication on the day of the 
Taft inauguration, telephone com- 
pany officials said that at no time 
bas telephone service to the national 
capital been cut off completely. After 
the experience in 1909,. wires to 
Washington were placed under- 
ground and the present disturbance, 
according to telephone officials, 
proves the value of the change. 

Despite the serious wire situation 
that has continued for more than 
two days, the service of the Associ- 
ated Press has been maintained intact 
throughout the eastern territory af- 
ected. While routed in a slightly 
roundabout manner in some in- 
stances, wires to the south and west 
by way of Washington, Pittsburgh 
and Chicago were kept in constant 
operation. 

Poughkeepsie and Schenectady were 
the only cities even temporarily cut 
of from communication.

Nathan Straus Approves of 
Concert of Powers.

“I do not believe Mexico can work 
out her own problem. Armed inter- 
vention of the world powers for the 
purpose of establishing peace, but 
not for conquest, seems to me the 
logical, and the only logical solu- 
tion,” said Nathan Straus of New 
York in Los Angeles last night. Straus 
is the American diplomat philanthrop- 
ist who has spent a fortune and twenty 
years of his life fighting for the babies 
of the tenements. 

“Mexico is being torn to pieces by 
brigands who find fighting profit- 
able,” said Gen. Miles, who, during 
the course of his long career has per- 
haps been in more battles and has 
had charge of more soldiers than 
any American now living. “Those 
bandits live on the fat of the land. 
They don't want peace. It doesn't 
seem probable that any Mexican 
tion can establish a stable govern- 
ment.“ 

“There will be no peace in Mexico 
until somebody outside of Mexico 
makes those fellows quit fighting,” 
said John Sheppard, a millionaire 
merchant of Boston. “I don't think 
the United States should go in there 
alone. I believe that all of the big

CONFER NEW DEGREE. 


Graduates of U.S.C. College of Law 
May Become Doctors of Jurispru- 
dence Upon Graduation. 

The degree of doctor of jurispru- 
duce is to be conferred on graduates 
of the college of law, U.S. C., who 
meet certain requirements, hereafter. 
Announcement of the new degree has 
just been made by Dean Porter. A 
number of this year’s graduates will 
be eligible for the new honor. 

In maintaining the high standard 

of the college of law, Dean Porter 
has placed the institution practically 
on a par with Harvard, Yale, Ann 
Harbor and other eastern law schools 
in conferring the J. D. degree. He has 
made it possible for students to en- 
ter this institution and obtain practi- 
cally the same honors here as they 
would by going to the eastern col- 
leges. It is a big forward step, he 
believes, and one that will appeal to 
the prospective law student. 
In order to obtain this degree it is 
necessary that the student shall have 
had an A.B., or a substantially equiva- 
lent degree, either in the University 
of California or an approved college 
or university, and shall have com- 
pleted a three-year course in the law 
department, or, he may have com- 
pleted two years in some other ap- 
proved law school and have taken 
his third vear at U.S.C. Besides which 
he must have maintained a standard 
of scholarship for the three years’ 
course of at least 85 per cent.

“First: That the City Attorney be 
instructed to prepare and present to 
the Council an ordinance calling an 
election for the purpose of placing 
before the people the question of au- 
thorizing power bonds in the sum of 
$6,500,000, of which amount $1,2690,- 
C00 will be required to complete the 
generating works now under construc- 
tion and deliver the power to a cen- 
tral receiving substation in the city, 
and the remainder of $5,250,000 will 
be used for the purchase or installa- 
tion of a distributing system for street 
lighting and commercial light and 
power within the city. 

“Second: That the City Attorney be 
instructed to advise the Council in 
full on the question of acquiring by 
condemnation proceedings portions 
or the whole of the three companies’ 
systems lying within the city. 

“Third: That the three electric 
companies be notified that the Coun- 
cll, through this committee, continues 
to stand ready to receive and give 
full and careful consideration to any 
proposition of a definite character 
which provides for the possession, 
utilization and ultimate ownership 
by the city of their distributing sys- 
tems within the city, which they de- 
sire to present.”

Councilman Conwell, a member of 
said:

CEAN STEAMER AT SACRAMENTO, 

Sacramento has a new and a very 
agreeable sensation. Mr. A. M. Dollar 
loaded his $200,000 steam schooner at Seat- 
tle with a million feet of lumber, and Capt.

Sound down the coast into the Bay of San 
Francisco, and thence up the Sacramento 
River to the capital city, where he fastened 
ty the levee and was ed by waving 
flags, salvos of artillery and the cheers 
of thousands. 

A. M. Dollar, the owner, said to a re 
porter for the Union:.“It would not be pos- 
sible to maintain such service during the 
summer months without extensive dredging 
eperations and considerable deepening of 
the river channel, but freight steamers of 
deep-sea proportions certainly can be sailed 
to Sacramento under present conditions, 
Our company, of course, is interested only 
in the lumber business, but | can see no 
reason why we should not sip direct to 
Sacramento from Pacific Coast ports during 
the winter months. I think the same field 
fe avaliable here for miscellaneous freight 
prs.”

NGN OF MONROE DOCTRINE. 
In 1833 Russia was reaching south- 
ward from Alaska and proposing to extend 


Congress 
of Verona—was discussing the proposition 
of intervening by force to restore to Spain 
the American colonies she had recently 
lost, It was under such circumstances 
that President Monroe—then in the second 
year of his second term—declared that the 
American continents could no longer be 
considered as subjects for future coloniza- 
tion dy any European powers, and ‘that 
“He should consider any attempt on their 
part to extend their system to any portion 
of this bemisphere as dangerous to our 
peace and safety.” 

At the time the Monroe doctrine was 
announced England was in fayor of it; 
she had gained the trade of the recently 
emancipated Spanish colonies and if the 
scheme of the holy alliance should have 
succeeded this trade would go back to 
Spain, and Canning, the British Prime 
Minister, backed up the Monree doctrine 
so strongly that the holy alliance—through 
fear of England—desisted. 

The Monroe doctrine is not go necessary 


now as it was in 1823 so far as our inter- 


ests are concerned. With the loss of Cuba 
and Porto Rico, Spain was deprived of the 
last of her American colonies. 

In 1895, after seventy years of acquies- 
cence in the. Monroe doctrine, Eagland 
endeavored to have the United States cast 
it aside so that she might extend her 
boundaries in Venezuela. Lord Salisbury 
claimed that the Monroe doctrine had 
never been engrafted in international laws; 
President Cleveland replied that thts was 
because there had not been any interna- 
tional conference, but it had at all times 
been recognized as a binding precedent. 
It was not claimed that for England to ex- 
tend der boundary in Venezuela or any- 
where else in Central or South America 
would be “dangerous to our peace and 
eafety.” But such extension would be in- 


tmfecal to our interests. The Gulf of Mexico | 
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is a salt water lake, with our country for 
its northern and Venezuela for its southern 
shore. If England could, in 1895, have suc- 
ceeded in her attempt to survey and force 
herself into control of the mouth of the 
Orinoco, she would have gained control of 
a country whose trade naturally belongs 
to us, and it is a trade which, with the 
opening of the Panama Canal, will be of 
great value. We import now many mi- 
lions of dollars worth of Venezuelan prod- 
ucts every year, and the value of the com- 
merce commanded by the power owning 
the mouth of the Orinoco is almost incal- 
culable. — 

The Venezuelan question was amicably 
settled seventeen years ago, and there is 
now no portion of the country south of us, 
from the Mexican line to Cape Horn, 
where the Monroe doctrine is menaced. 

If there should be joint intervention in 
Mexico by England, France and Germany 
co-operating with the United States to re- 
store peace and order, it, would be ‘under 
a preliminary agreement that no power 
would at the outcome acquire any Mexican 
territory. 


HE SINGLE TAX LUNACY. 

The next “Progressive” fad, as ind? 
cated by the leaders of the party, will be 
the passage of laws adopting the single 
tax method of obtaining revenue, which is 
to exempt from taxation all property ex- 
cept land—improvements upon land not to 
be taxed. 

The single tax theory ignores the eco- 
nomic law of supply and demand. It would 
result in the confiscation of the value of 
property honestly acquired. it would in- 
jure thousands of innocent owners in order 
to reach a single selfish one. It discrimi- 
nates against the man of moderate means 
who owns his own home, and favors the 
wealthy. 

The owner of a skyscraper. worth 
$1,000,000, on a lot worth $100,000, would 
pay no taxes on the building, and even if 
he paid treble or quadruple taxes on the 
lot he would be the gainer by the single 
tax. Rockefeller with $10,000 worth of 
real estate, and §$900,000,000 in money, 
stocks and bonds. would escape taxation 
on the $900,000,000, while the owner of a 
$1000 home on a $1000 lot would, with the 
building exempt, pay two or three times 
as much taxes as be pays now. 

The advocates of the Single tax claim 
that they want to prevent the purchase of 
land by speculators who might hold it out 
of the market in an unimproved condition 
for a long time to get the benefit of its 
future increase in value without labor on 
their part. 

But that which the single taxers call 
speculation is really nothing but perfectly 
legitimate investment. it has been the 
spirit of adventure and the hope of future 
profits which has been the cause of the 
wide development of our country; which 
has led to the discovery and development 
of our mines; which has extended our great 
railroad systems through the  trackless 
wastes and forests, and has induced pri- 
vate capital to transform rough and bsrren 
lands into thriving. populous towns, and, 
through these investments, employment 
has been provided for tens of thousands of 
men of all trades. Take away the rights 
to profit from future Increases in value 
and at once the incentive for investhent 
would be removed, and the developaipnt 
and growth of our country would be re- 
tarded. * 

The contention of those who seek to 
establish the single tax is that the un- 
earned increment of land is not created by 
the owner, but by the people, and belongs 
to them, not to the owner, 

The argument is fallacious, because 
where an owner improves part of his land 
it is his efforte and capital that contribute 
to the increase in value of the remaining 
portion, and be alone is entitied to any 
gain which may accrue from it. Where 
there is a single instance of an owner de- 
liberately withholding from improvement 
préperty for which there is a genuine de- 
mand at reasonable prices, there are a 
multitude of owners who are eagerly look- 
ing for the least sign of a demand that 
will justify the improvement of their prop- 
erty. Every owner of real estate knows 
that the carrying charges of interest and 
taxes, even at the present rate of taxation, 
eat up much of such increase in value as 
may accrue. * 

The argument of single taxers that they 


~ 
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seek to lower rents by causing a forced 
addition to the number of buildings upon 
vacant lots is based upon the supposition 
that under our present system there is an 
insufficient supply of houses. Yet it is a 
matter of common knowledge that in every 
large city there is a surplus of dwellings, 
office buildings, lofts and factories every- 
where. Building is periodically overdone 
in the unwise haste of owners to improve 
their property. 

The only just and equitable system of 
taxation is that which makes every man 
pay according to his medns, and according 
to the property which he owns. All prop- 
erty should bear its proportion of taxes to 
the end that all men may equally and 
equitably have their unalienable right to 
the enjoyment and possession of that 
which they lawfully acquired. 

If the Progressives should gain the power 
to establish their single tax fad in Cal 
fornia, and exempt bonds, stocks, money at 
interest, personal property, ra ads and 
all buildings from taxation, unimprovea 
real estate would be almost worthless, for 
the taxes on it would be so enormous as 
to amount to confiscation. 


HE SCHOOLMASTER. 

America was once a republic. Some 
people think it is still. But it ent. It bas 
become a private seminary run by one Dr. 
Woodrow Wilson. Not so long ago we had 
a ship of state. Now we have only a Robin- 
son Crusoe, a Man Friday, an umbrella, a 
parrot and some footprints in the sand, 
There is one Allah, Wilson—and Bryan is 
his prophet. 

During the last year has this country 
been allowed to do anything except at the 
dictation of the Democratic pedagogue? 
The people of America supposed, through 
their elected representatives, the question 
of a free canal for American shipping had 
been definitely settled, They thought so 
till Schoolmaster Wilson disillusioned 
them. The American nation has no right 
to do any thinking on its own account. 
Goodness me! what are schoolmasters for? 

“Mr. Bryan, band me my birch rod; young 
California has dared to ask a question of 
me without first raising his hand. Young 
California wants to know why I think moré 
of John Bull's shipping interests than of 
my own ports and harbors? Young Califor- 
nia doesn’t know that unless I can in some 
way pacify that obstinate fellow across the 
Atlantic, he may interfere with my waiting 
and-watching poligy in Mexico. Interference 
is bad for my digestion. 

“Mr. Bryan, how does that little foreigner 
Huerta take my disciplining? If he doesn't 
quit, according to my orders, tell him I'll 
‘sic’ some more rebels on him. Thank the 
Lord, Bryan, that my free-trade policy has 
been so successful. At last we have re 
duced the price of torpedoes so that they 
are now within the reach of the poorest 
family. During the next study period, 
therefore, we will take up the subject of 
the ‘economics of firearms in an era of 
universal peace.’ 

“Mr. Bryan, prepare some soothing grape 
juice for those troublesome suffragettes and 
send them on a vacation. Their racket 
makes my head ache. Im not sure that I 
believe in mixed education any more thap 
you do in mixed drinks. Now we will re 
sume our consideration of the borrors of a 
dictatorship as exemplified in Mexico City. 
Oh, and by the by, you might ship some of 
that surplus stock of cheap torpedoes to 
help the brave patriots beyond the Rio 
Grande, in their noble efforts to aid the 
cause of humanity. What's that about Ben- 
ton? Too bad, I'm sorry, he should have 
consulted me before annoying Villa.

Cornell says he has offered to ne- 
gotiate with the city several times 
and that he has offered no obstacle 
to the plan of municipal ownership. 
His proposition was that the value 
of the system be determined either by 
the Railroad Commission or a board 
of appraisers.

CONSERVATION OF WATERS 18 


PRIME OONSIDERATION. 
Proposition Involves the Absorp- 
tion of the Waters of the San 
Bernardino Valley and the Subse- 
quent Distribution of the Liquid 

Wealth. 


BAN BERNARDINO, March 1.—The 
flood waters of Lytle Creek and the 
Senta Ana River will be poured into 2 
the earth and the underground lake 
of the San Bernardino Valley, as the 
result of a conference here of seven- 
teen men interested in a gigantic pro- — 
tection project to prevent storm dum- 
age. Representatives of the city of 
San Bernardino, Colton, the Santa Fe, 
Southern Pacific, Salt Lake and Pa- 
cific Electric Railways, the Tri- 
Counties Reforestation Committee and 
other decided upon the plan. The 
floods of winter will never. reach San 
Bernardino or adjacent territory, but 
will be spread out upon the sands 
north and east of the city and forced 
to seep into the artesian basins. It is 
the plan to divert’ two-thirds of the 
waters of Lytle Creek on the alluvial 
fan owned by the Fontana company, 
while the waters of Cajon Creek will! 
be turned and spread out upon a tract 
on the Muscoy ranch. It is figured 
that during the January rain 450,000 
inches of water flowed in Lytle Creek, 
while during the recent flood fully 
700,000 inches moved down from the 
mountains with great damage to the 
city, railroads and other property.
